The city council transacted several 
pieces of important business Monday 
evening at their regular session.

Co. and a director of the Rand mines, 
Rhodesia railways, Rechuanahmd rail- 
W’ay trust, Consolidated company, Bult- 
font'dn mine and the British C hartered 
South African company. 
He was re­ 
ported to have been implicated in t h e 
Jam eson raid. 
Mr. Belt, who is said to h av e been 
the richest m an in London and who 
controlled the output of gold in South 
Africa, was at one time alleged to be 
forming a "gold trust" in which the 
nam es ot prominent American finan­ 
ciers were mentioned.
